Accident at the Capitol, 


Yesterday afternoon about five o'clock,' 


a portion ot the wall'of tho rotunda, con- 
structing in tho centre of tho new Capitol, 
fell with a great crash, smashing beneath 
it the platform and passage wuya between 
tho different wings of tho Capitol, nnd pil- 
ing up nn unsightly mass of stone, mortar 
and splintered lumber on the ground in 
the interior of the building. 


The break began .by the crushing of ^ho 


jamb of an arched doorway oh "(ho north 
side, of the rotunda, extending from oppo- 
site the'entrance to tho Supremo Court 
room, almost to tho entrance to tho gallery 
of the Assembly Chamber, and reaching 
down to the level of the second floorl'' 


A crack had boon noticed in the wall 


ftbout 3 o'olook, and there were some ap- 
prehensions ol its fall, but tho danger was 
not considered imminent till about twenty 
minutes before tho final catastrophe, when

Wo are still without any official infor- 


mation concerning Sherman's movements 
in Georgia, but wo are not entirely with- 
out some authentic advice on tho subject. 


Sherman was, on yesterday, still west 


of tba Oconeo River one of tho tributaries 
to tlio Alntumuha, which runs southwest 
through the centre of the State of Georgia. 
MillcugcvHIo is situated on the west bank 
of this stream. U is believed that the en- 
emy has been to Milledgevillo though we 
are pretty well assured that no o$ouil in- 
formation of this fact lias been received at 
tho War Office. 


In UiojDiily brush we hoar of our troops 


having with tho enemy thoy havo been en- 
tirely successful. This afiair occurred 
near Joncsboro, whero tho Central Geor- 
gia Railroad, running from Macon to Sa- 
vuuuh, crosses the Ooonco llivor. A con- 
siderable body of tho enemy's cavalry at- 
tempted to cross to tho east bank of tho 
Oconeo a^ this poiut on Wednesday morn- 
ing, but were met by our troops and driv- 
en back. 
.,Tho situation in Georgia is regarded in 
official circles us decidedly encouraging. 
There is ono fiiot in tho campaign which 
we think should givo much ground for 
hope—the slow progress inado by Sher- 
man. Ho is now in his fifteenth day from 
'Atlanta, and hns as yet marched only 
about 75 miles, and has not reached ono 
point of strategotic importance.

Th« letter Carrier Sytsem In Milwau- 


kee. 


The system of delivering letters at places 


of business and private houses has been 
already adopted in'mostof the larger cities 
of the country nnd is found thus far a sue 
cess. It ia substantially the English post 
carrier system. ' In view of its success 
elsewhere, Mr. Wells, our efficient post- 
master, has determined upon its establish- 
ment in Milwaukee. For that purpose aboiit 
ono hundred nnd ^fifey letter-boxes are to 
bo located in various parts of the city, con- 
venient for mailing letters. This number 
will give to each ward botween'fifteon and 
twenty of thcso boxes, to bo located in 
stores or attached to lamp-posts. Stamps 
will bo sold at all tho stores where boxes 
are located. Tho letter boxes will bo vis- 
ited at rogulpf intervals by tho letter car- 
riers each day, Tho contents of tho boxes 
located in tho business districts will bo 
forwarded 
to tho -central office three 


times each day, and those located in other 
districts either once or twice. > This will 
enable persona in any part of the city to 
mail their letters generally within ono 
block of their places of residence. Letters 
coming by mail will also bo delivered to 
tho persons addressed, in all cases whero 
their, residences are known at tho post 
officbi 


To facilitate this, it is tho intention ol 


Mr. Wells to cause tho several wards to bo 
thoroughly canvassed as circumstances 
will permit, with a view to obtaining tho 
name of every person in tho city in tho 
habit of writing or receiving letters. It 
is also desirable that all dwellings should 
bo numbered,'aud that thoso who receive 
letters should request their friends abroad 
to place the street and number on all let- 
tors addrcsfccd to friends in Milwaukee. 
It will require some experience^ to secure 
tho completely successful operation of the 
now plan, but there can bo no doubt of its 
ultimate utility. It is ^expected that tho 
business of the post office will bo increased 
by this arrangement, twenty _ or twenty- 
five per cent—an increase which will om- 
Sr compensate tho department for nil ex- 


, expenses. 
No extra charge will bo 


made tor mailing letters' or for delivering 
them.

In order to hasten the adoption of tho 


system in Milwaukee, we are informed by 
Mr. Wells that he thinks it expedient at 
least for ono quarter after tho 1st of Janu- 
ary to charge double the old rates for rent 
of" post office drawers and boxes, and to 
limit tho use of drawers or boxes in caoh 
case to ono family.—Milwaukee News.

Completion oftho New Catholic Church 


••-Its Dedication. 


The now Catholic Church on tho corner 


of Cherry and Holmes streets, in tho 
Fourth Ward, is now receiving its finish- 
ing touches, and is to bo dedicated on Sun- 
day next* It is n handsome edifice of tho 
Roman Gothic stylo of architecture, built 
of cream colored brick; ita dimensions be- 
ing 5G by 111 feet. The architect is Mr. 
Chaveneau of Watortown and tho contrac- 
tors for -putting up: and completing the 
building, Messrs. Patttson and Peters of 
this city. 


Tho finish of-the chtireh, both outside 


and in, is in good taste, and is very neat 
and pleasing to tho oye. Tho altar is an 
arched recess, lighted by a Btainod glass 
circular window, the ceiling overhead be- 
ing a blup ground-work set with silver 
stars, and tho side wills are tastefully 
frescoed, ns indeed aro tho walls and coil- 
ing of tho entire church.

On the other 
side is represented tho virgin Mary, tho 
Host aud the Dove, while two in front 
havo representations of tho Keys cf tho 
church and the cross. 


The main uudicnco room has accomoda- 


tions for seating 800 people, • and on nn 
emergency a nnich greater number can bo 
accommodated, as the aisles, three in num- 
ber, aro vory broad and spacious. 


The gallory.'htis in it a handsome new

Tho black walnut finish of tho balustrade 
in tho gallery, like that around the altar,

Completion of the Iicw Catholic Clmrcli 


—Its Dedication. 


The new'Catholic Church on the corner 


of Cherry and Holmes streets, in the 
Fourth Ward, is now receiving its finish- 
ing touches, and is to be dedicated on Sun- 
day next; It is a handsome edifice of the 
Roman Gothic style of-architecture, bailt 
of cream colored brick; its dimensions be- 
ing 56 by 111 feet. The architect is Mr. 
Chaveneauof Watertown and the contrac- 
tors for-putting up.:and-.completing the 
building, Messrs. Eattison and Peters of 
this city.

Looking down from the park 


between these two buildings, one beholds 
tho city at their feet—its fine hotels, nu- 
merous churches, factories "and mills, its 
busy population. Its railroad bridges and 
depots, and in the distance the Institution 
for tho Blind, pointing with its silent fin- 
•rcr to heaven, and proclaiming that' bod 
is Love," who taught this truth to man- 
kind-by giving his only son to sutler death 
upon the cross, thereby exhibiting the 
wondrous love, both of the Father and 
tho Son to us. We behold also tbe river 
bath; the base of the eminence on which 
it stands, a fair emblem of tho water which 
shall wash away, our sins and make us 
mire even as He is pure. 
Descending the hill we passed through 


the busy.streets of the city till we came to 
the new Roman Catholic Church, probably 
the largest and first place of worship in tho 
county, although, it-has been slightly cur- 
tailed of its just proportions, because a safe 
title could not be given to twelve feet of 
land on. which the chancel should have 
been built, but it is still a fine structure, 
although marred by a flat ceiling, winch is 
an abomination to a Gothic edilice, giving 
it the appearance of a man without any 
crown to his head. I noticed too, that the 
portraits of tho Holy Family, m the hand-

To-day wo are 
standing under tbe nhadon* of war be- 
fauscof our attachment; to freedom, nnd 
because wo rcgttrd freedom ' not as more 
Hontiment, but as a living principle, and 
because wo bolinve that the only way to 
preserve it to ourselves und tho world, is to 
eivo it an orgaui/ation and endow it with 
the power ol a strong nation and a strong 
government. J)o any say you aro forciug 
others, wo roply, wo are forcing no man, 
we aro simply calling ou men to desist 
from breaking up tho frame work that pro- 
serves liberty both for oursulyea and tho 
world. If they will desist none will ' re- 
ceive them more gladly than wo, and they 
may oven come and sit down with our .sol- 
diers to tho feast provided 
for- them to- 


day, but it must bo under -the old flag. 
( Applause.)

A snor 
timo after the occupation of Northern 
Georgia by our forces hist Spring, 125 men 
deserter* frorii tho Icbel army'and others 
formed themselves into a compajuL to bo 
known as the Walker County Hodtelwards 
and selected a brave follow named Ash 
worth, ai their leader.

Three hundred rebels 
under Tom Polk Edwards, on the d 
above mentioned, came across Ashworthr 
party, and took them all prisoners, includ 
ing Col. Ashworth himsoll.

prisoners, after 
their surrender, wore 


inarched into a patch of woods hard by 
when just one hundred out of tho lulndret 
und twenty-live wero selected, declared t 
bo deserters from tho Confederate arnv, 
and sentenced, part of them to bo shot am 
part of them to be hung. Preparation 
wore immediately made to carry tho threa 
into execution, and two hours later th 
hundred | oor fellow.s were launched int 
eternity, nineteen of whom wero' hung 
Tho tw'ouly-iivo that escaped death wort 
released, after being compelled to witries 
the death of their companions, upon th 
promise, that they would join tho rebel ar 
my. Col. Ashwoith was taken away. A 
ho \MII once a rebel noldier, thore in n 
tolling what unheard of cruelties aro in 
store for him.

Stock, 


Taking the census of 1850 aa tho basi 


of thq calculation, and thoro are at thi 
time about six hundred thousand dollar 
worth of live stock in tho United States 
Their value exrcwMlmt of all tho nianu 
fiioturini; establishments in tho country 
and also exceeds the capital employed in 
commerce (previous to tho outbreak of thi 
war), both inland and foreign. Livestoc' 
ia an immense national interd.st, but on 
that has been sadly overlooked by Ameri 
am *3tiite«mcn and writers on public ecano 
my. 
Ilovr to winter nittle, liorses, sheep 


hogs and poultry i^tho most economica 
way, all things oonmdored, is a subject 01 
which an instructive volume might b 
written. 


In tlio first place, we should never koe 


morn slock on our farms than we Iiavo th 
means of koopinj;; well. One animal prop 
erly cured for and liberally tended, ia wort 
inoro than two poorly kept. 


Tho advantage of sheltering animals b 


stablus and flheds are bettor understood 
now than lormerly, although tho pmctic 
dtill lingers on soino farms where tho nhiv 
eriug and bellowing animnla speak fo 
themselves, as to its effects. 
The old plan 


of stacking hay about the farm, and reed 
inp it to animals in winter, with only a 
rail fence for shelter, is pomotinies aeon n 
tho present day. 
If tho ghosts of animal 


which have died for the want of shelter 
could haunt the imaginations of those care 
loss farmers, it might perhaps causo : 
change in their management. Stackin, 
out buy and fodder causes waste enough ii 
a few years to pay for building good burnt 
stables and sheds for hay and animals. 


ljuibig ivdertH that "our 
clothing i 


merely an equivalent for a certain amojin 
of food." 
In other words if TVO keo| 


om&elvL'S comfortable and warm, wo can 
not eat BO much, because tho amount o 
heat to be bupplicd by tho food is dimin 
• i 1 
i.slied. 


These observations are us applicable to 


domestic animals as to ourselves, and thei 
teach the farmer tho necessity of provid 
ing comfortable shelter for his stock. I 
has been pioved by repeated experiment, 
that animals during tho winter season en 
tiroly exposed to Iho weather, do no 
thrive as well, nor keep in as good condi 
tion, as those comfortably housed, -al 
though they consume from 23 to oO pei 
cent, tho most food: thus showing th 
owners of stock that if they havo not suf 
liciont meicy upon their dumb beasts to 
provide them sneltor in winter, ' their in- 
terests at least should prompt them to do 
so. An industrious and humane manwil 
always find materials for cover for his 
stock, even if they bo of tho rudest nn 
rough est kind. 


In wintering hog^, true economy ro- 
iircH that one should keep no moro than 


\\illghotho maximum of flesh for tho 
food consumed. To keep u pig witliou 
bin ^aimh" in weight involves not only 
tho loss of tho food ho consumes, but all 
tlio injury resulting from tho stunting o 
his growth. Few nro awaro of the dam 
age dyno to youug animals by promatiirc 
lyjarrosting tho growth of their bones nnc 
nniiicluH. A stunted calf, colt, pig or 
lamb has received an irieparablo injury 
You can no more fully make amends for 
the hliock given to tho vital functions, 
tlian jou can give a hor'o a. now seeing 
eye in place of ono that has been put onl 
by violence. No after feeding of a horso 
will give him a now eye ; and no good 
keeping will develop nil animal frame per- 
foct in sill its pans after it has boon stunt- 
ed in growth. 


Most fanners attempt to keep too innal 


stock, both in winter nnd summer, for 
their loml to bo manufactured in flcsli.'dairy 
products or wool. A fow superior animals 
\yoll housed in win!or, and well fed at nl! 
timey, yield tho largest profit. Of course, 
stables should bo properly ventilated, tha' 
all animals may have a full supply of pure 
air. 
Most_ ntahlen, nnd all sheds, give too 


much of it, especially in cold weather 
Look out for an abundance of straw, or 
ither lifter, to ub^oib all urine, unless you 
liavc u tank or other reservoir for it to run 
into. Manure is as valuable as money n1 
icvcn per cent, compound interest, for al! 
Hie crops Unit immure aids so much in their 
animal growth, soil at high prices. It costs 
nearly ns much to plow, plant, hoe ami 
Smrvcst an aero of corn to obtain twenty- 
ihc husheld as ufty-bushcla;.nud manure 
will dmiblo the crop.—American Stock 
Journal.

The advantage of sheltering animals by 


stables and sheds are'better understood 
now than formerly, -although the practice 
still lingers on some farms where the shiv- 
ering and bellowing animals speak' for 
themselves, as to its effects. 
The old plan 


"of'stacking hay about the farm, and' i'eed- 
ing it to animals in winter, with only a 
•rail fence for shelter,' is sometimes seen at 
the present day. 
If the ghosts of animals 


which liavc died for the want of shelter, 
could haunt the imaginations of those care- 
less farmers, it might perhaps'cause a 
change in their 'management. -Stacking 
out hay and fodder causes waste enough in 
a few years to pay for building good barns,; 
stables and sheds for hay and anirofils. 


Lcibig. asserts that "our clothing is 


mornly an equivalent for a certain amount 
of food," In other words if wo keep 
Ourselves comfortable and warm, we can- 
not eat so much, because the amount of 
heat to be supplied by the food is dimin- 
ished. '

Those observations arc as applicable to 


domestic animals as to ourselves, and they 
teach the farmer tho necessity of provid- 
ing, comfortable shelter.for his stock. "It 
has been proved by repeated experiments 
that animals during the winter season en- 
tirely -exposed io the "weather," do not 
thrive as well, nov-kecp-in1 as good condi- 
tion, as those comfortably housed,••al- 
though thoy consume from 25 to i)0 per 
cent, the moat; food: thus showing, the 
owners .of stock that if thoy have not suf- 
ficient mercy upon their dumb beasts to 
provide, them'shelter-in winter,.'.their in- 
terests at-least should prompt them to do 
so. 
-An. industrious1 and humane man will 


always find materials for cover for his 
stock,.even if they be-of the rudest, and. 
roughest kind.
